NEW LAW VALID 

Making It Illegal to Bring Liquor 
From Wet to Dry Territory 
For Personal Use 



In the case of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky vs. Tom Barbour, tneo 
last week in the Rowan Circuit 
Court, Judge W. A. Young held the 
recent Act of the Legislature, mak- 
ing it illegal to bring liquor, even 
for one's personal use, from wet to 
dry territory, constitutional and 
valid. This Act has been the subject 
of much discussion throughout the 
State. In one case, some years ago, 
our Court of Appeals knocked out n 
city ordinance, drafted along the 
same lines, and went so fnr as to 
say that this was beyond the power 
of the Legislature. This, however, 
was years ago. Laws change just 
as the sentiment and views of men 
change. There is no doubt about the 
people wanting a dry territory to be 
dry, without interference from wet 
centers and no technicalities and 
! finely drawn legal distinctions 
should stand in the way of a dry 
community being dry. Even the wets 
are now in favor of the County Unit, 
hence we say, if a county wants to 
be dry, the law ought to assist, rath- 
er than stand in the way of the ex- 
pressed wish of the people. Doubt- 
less Judge Young entertains similar 
views. At least his decision would 
so indicate. The lawyers interested 
in the case submitted it on an agreed 
state of tacts and immediately took 
-h p, to perfect an appeal to the 
Court of Appeals, with a view of 
getting an early hearing, so that the 
many cases appealed by City Attor- 
ney Chiles can be settled at the com- 
ing term of our Circuit Court.

With each train will be a detail of 
United States soldiers assigned by the 
War Department, a corps of Liberty 
Bond salesmen, and prominent speak- 
ers. 

Each train will carry three carloads 
of trophies and exhibits and a sleeper 
for the guard of soldiers, salesmen and 
speakers. One of the trains will be In 
charge of Ralph Stickle, Cleveland 
traction counsel and former Journalist 

Complete equipments used by Amer- 
icans, Canadians, British, French and 
Italian soldiers will be on the trains. 
There will also be antl-alr craft guns, 
depth bombs used In submarine hunts, 
aerial bombs such as are dropped on 
the cities along the Rhine in retalia- 
tion for the bombardment of Paris and 
the bombing of London by the Hnn, 
captured German fleld pieces and 
rifles taken by our boys at Chateau 
Thierry and Castlgny and complete 
sets of the decorations awarded for 
bravery to the soldiers by the differ- 
ent nations in the war.

Arrangements are being made to 
care for great crowds at the sidings 
In the towns where the trains will 
make stops. It was, of course, Impos- 
sible for the trains to reach erery lo- 
cality In three weeks but they were 
routed so aa to come close to almost 
every town in the district. They will 
be well worth driving or riding forty 
or fifty miles to see.

There is a rery general acceptance 
of the government recommendation 
that the ChriatmaH shopping thin 
year be distributed as fur aa possi- 
ble through the montha of Ortober 
and November. 

Merchants will be asked to parry 
their Christmas advertising daring 
(hose months to a greater degree 
than formerly in order to encourage 
the bnycrs to cooperate in the move- 
ment to prevent congestion as the 
holidays approach. 

This is a conservation movement 
designed to aid in the one great task 
of winning the war. Its purpose is to 
save fuel and to prevent the employ- 
ment of large number of extra clerks, 
delivery men, etc., during the rush 
season usually created by the de- 
layed shopping the last two weeks 
before Christmas. 

If this request by* the War Board 
is not complied with generally the 
purpose which it was designed to 
serve will be defeated. 

It is difficult to impress upon the 
minds of many persons that if every 
individual does not cooperate in 
these great war programs they will 
in that exact proportion fail.

DRAFTEES CAN GO 

INTO THE NAVY 

Provost Marshal General Crowder 
announced orlers to local draft 
boards which will permit the volun- 
tary' induction of draft 
into the navy and marim 
provide for drafts of men to be as- 
signed to those services if voluntary 
inductions do not suffice to fill the 



Calls for men for the navy will go 
out before the end of this month ami 
marine corps contingents will be 
called within a few weeks. 

The order, quoting sections of the 
man power law which makes the 
term military service include the 
navy and marine corps, announces 
that separate calls hereafter will be 
issued to secure men for all divisions 
of the service. State quotas will be 
allotted to fill the marine and BAY*! 
requirements. 

After a call has been issued ma- 
rine and navy recruiting officers 
may ask for the voluntary induction 
of men to fill the cull. If the total 
is not secured by that method, the 
boards will order sufficient men 
forward to make up the quota. The 
men will be mobohzed and transport- 
ed in the same manner as ure those 
of the nutional army. 

One responding either to induction 
or cull method will be counted upon 
the State's quota as having been fur- 
nished for the nation's military
